The prediction of Earthquakes. 

Although seismologists have not yet succeeded in 
finding out any means of definitely predicting the occur- 
rence of an earthquake, they are very hopeful of finally 
arriving at this desired goal; and already they can dis- 
cern danger by the pulsations which are always gently 
agitating the surface of the earth. A sudden cessation 
of these heartbeats is a danger signal, extreme still- 
ness invariably preteding an earthquake, whereas con- 
stant tremors are 4 good sign. A great earthquake is 


| almost always followed by weaker ones, and when it is 


violent and destructive the number of minor shocks 
following it may amount to hundreds or even thous- 
ands, and continue for several “months or years. 


The occurrence of after shocks is quite natural and 


necessary for settling down into stable equilibrium of 


the disturbed tract at the origin of disturbance, each 
of these shocks removing an unstable or weak point un- 
derneath. Further, 4s a very great shock would remove 
a correspondingly great underground instability, it is 
probable that such a shock would not, for a ldng time, 
be followed by another of a magnitude comparable to 
its own in the same or a neighboring district. When, 
however, the initial shock is not very great, it may be 
followed by another like it, but even in this case the 
position of the origin of the second shock would usu- 
ally be quite distinct from that of the first.—[Wide 
World Magazine.

As the result of long conversations with Messrs. Par- 
ker dnd Tomhave, and from my own travels over Man- 
churia, I am forced to the conclusion that one of the 
greatest and most valuable sections of undeveloped farm 
lands of the world lies right here. The whole of Man- 
churia has a climate and soil fitted for good cultivation, 
and it will raise inconceivable supplies of wheat, corn 
and all sorts of hardy grains. The soil of the greater. 
part of the province is just like the prairies of the. Mis- 
sissippi Valley. Much of it compares well with the best 
parts of the wheat belt of Canada, and not a little in its 
fertility will surpass that of the Red River Valley. The 
country has some mountainous regions; but there are 
wide. valleys and rolling plains, so rich that they need 
to be only tickled with the plow to laugh with the har- 
vest. : 

The southern half of Manchuria is now fairly well set- 
tled. Above Mukden the farms are widely scattered and 
there are huge areas of government land which the 
authorities are thinking of throwing open to immi- 
grants. The two American agricultural experts tell me 
that they have traveled for days over land as rich as 
that of any part of America, which is now practically © 
waste. They say the farming methods are so crude that 
if employed in the United States they would produce 
practically nothing. Nevertheless, the Manchurian land 
yields from thirty to fifty bushels of sorghum seed per . 
acre, and twenty bushels of wheat. It produces about 
fifty bushels of corn, and with improved seed and cul- | 
tivat ion similar to ours it would probably yield as much 
maise oh the average as the corn belt of the United 
States. | 
Where the Wheat Is Hoed. 

All erqps here are planted in rows, just as we plant 
corn or potatoes. The rows are about eighteen inches 
apart, and the land is thrown up in furrows each year. 
In the spring, the grain is sown with the hand in the old 
furrows of the year preceding, and the plow is then run 
along the sides to cover it. It is tramped down by the 
feet of the farmers, and is plowed again and again 
throughout the summer.

A curious feature of-the farming is that the rows are 
never plowed straight. They wind their way over the 
fields with all the regularity of the undulations of a 
marcel wive. They are perfectly parallel and beauti- 
fully winding, but never straight. Upon my asking a 
Tartar farmer why this was. he replied that one could 
get more grain from a field of crooked rows than from 
one of straight ones. 


An Agricultural Empire. 


Few people have any idea of the extent of these rich 
lands of Manchuria. The country is enormous, and at 
present not one-fifth of it is under cultivation, and that 
fifth is not half-farmed. Manchuria, all told, covers 
more area than ten States the size of Indiana. It has 
more ground than Germany and France, and you could 
put the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland 
into one-half of it, and there would be lots of room 
around the edges. It is bigger than all New England, 
Delaware, Virginia, Pennsylvania, West Virginia and 
South Carolina combined. It is more than twice as big 
as Japan, atid bigger than the States of Ohio, Indiana, 
Iowa, Illinois, Wisconsin and Minnesota put together. 
This enormous territory has rivers running north and 
south. It has a stream as big as the Mississippi, and, 
on the whole, it is fairly well watered. Prof. Parker 
tells me that the grain area is probably as large as 
Iowa, Minnesota and the two Dakotas, and that crops 
will grow much farther north here than in the United 
States. Wheat sown in April matures six weeks sooner 
than that sown in the like latitudes at home. It is the 
same with Indian corn, which is ripe by the first of Sep- 
tember, or about two weeks earlier than in the United 
States. 
The soy bean does not grow at its best in our coun- 
try above theicotton belt. Here in Manchuria it thrives 
in such latitudes as St. Paul and Winnipeg, and it is 
raised in great quantities. 

They are producing tobacco here as far north as Can- 
ada, and the experts of the American Tobacco Company 
say that if it were properly grown the tobacco would be 
as good as that of Virginia It is believed that the 
southern part of Manchuria will produce cotton, so that 
altogether this is potentially one of the richest lands 
upon earth. That it is not so today is largely due to 
bad government, bad transportation and ignorant farm- 
ing all of which evils will probably be remedied in the

but if living, you cannot sell or transfer your right of 


choice to another. 
What tt Costs in the End. 
And now as to what you pay.

land you must make a cash payment “down,” the amount 
varying with the reservation. Flathead land will call 
for one-third, while Coeur d'Alene or Spokane land will 
require but one-fifth of the appraised value in advance. 
The remainder of the purchase money in each instance 
may then be paid in five equal yearly installments. 
Failure to make any payment when it comes due will 
result in the cancellation of the entry. |

tivate it and reside upon it until you have paid for it, 
either by the five years’ easy installments or by clear- 


ing the entire debt at the end of fourteen months.

“Well, anyway the paper says there's been a lot of 
popular indignation over sendin’ them women to jail,” 
said the House Detective.

ings beating on Premier Asquith's front door with a 
cotton umbrella, yelling ‘Petition, petition!’ and went to 
Parliament of afternoons and chained herself to an iron 
grating and yelled it some more and then came home to 
tea and yelled it some more and went to bed and woke 
in the middle of the night and yelled some more, and if 
a London bobby, or Robertacop, arrested her and the 
judge gave her three months in Wormwood Scrubbs, do 
you think for a moment, Larry, that I'd join in any 
popular indignation? Not a pop, not an indignate, not 
even a very small dig or a nate for mine. No, sir, if 
His Worship gave her only three months, I'd send him 
a box of cigars, and if he'd make it six, it'd be two 
boxes of the cigars and a case of fine old crusted port 
at two and sixpence the bottle for him with my com- 
pliments.

“A pig is not only smart, but, as any farmer who has 
tried to drive a number of them down a road of from 
one pen into another will tell you, they have also a 
fair amoutzt of intuition. They know instinctivel¥ what 
you want them to do, even before you give the order, 
and they bend every effort toward defeating you, Per- 
haps it is the very contrariness of their natur that 
makes them so interesting for me to teach. I have 
trained all kinds of animals, but I would rather train a 
pig than any of the others. | 

“Pigs are nowise as fgnorant as they appear. 
a little fellpw of three of four weeks and a puppy pf the 
same age, and the porker will be way up in the fourth 
or fifth grade of his educational process befor the 
puppy is out of the primary class. I have never tained 
a cat, but, from what I have been told by cat tr@iners 
and from observation, I am inclined to think that there 
is something in common with cat and pig nature.

USINESS bars drinking men. Competition has be- 
B come so keen that every line of business is begin-. 

ning to shut its doors absolutely to the drinking 
man, and only men of steadfast, habits can find em- 
ployment. Thus, busines¢ competition is pro- 
moting sobriety among men ng women of leisure 
there has been within ** an alarming in- 
crease of the drink habit 

The frequency with which even respectable women 
drink cocktails, whisky straight, wines and liquors of 
all. kinds, is a matter of common observation, and 
scenes that shocked us just ten years ago are now 
passed without comment. Indeed, so common is the 
drinking that the situation is often a source of em- 
barrassment to the woman who does not drink. 

The plain lesson of history is that the last symptom 
of national decline. is found in womanly folly; corrup- 
tion may spread far and wide and do much harm in the 
community; but there is hope for both the church, and 
the State, so long as tle wives and mothers, the daugh- 
ters and sisters retain their moral integrity. When 

Purity and worth find their 
last retreat in the home; if driven thence they are 
' doomed to die, and — their death perish the prospects 

| of the land. 

Man’s ideal of what woman ought to be is based upon 
“his belief of what she normally is—better than him- 
‘self. His own selfish desire is the chief factor in drag- 
ging her down from the pedestal upon which he himself 
has placed her, and yet with, that strange inconsistency 
which characterizes him, he ‘will idolize her if she re- 
sists. If sin seems blacker in woman than in man, it 
is simply because she is by nature purer and has far- 
ther to fall. If man seems to condemn sin in the woman 
more than in the man, he is paying to her for that very 
teason his highest compliment. 

. Intoxicants are dangerous enough to men, to twomen 
they are especially so. e virtue of the woman with 
the drink habit is always in danger. Romulus sen- 
tenced women to death intoxication as the begin- 
ning of unfaithfulnéss to the marriage vow. 

The effect of alcohol upon woman's will power and 
sense of moral responsibility is well known and util- 
ized by the man of the world. The lack of moral bal- 
ance and defective will produced in the woman by 
drink are more marked than in the man. Woman's 
emotional organization is more suspectible than that 
of man, hence the . danger of drink to the 
woman. 

The disastrous results ot tippling among women are 
already too well known to the physicians, and experi- 
ende shows that while men who drink often reform, 
women who become victims to drink seldom do. The 
director of one of the leading institutions for nervous 
and mental diseases, wrote to me: 

“The medical profession know only too well the 8 
creasing tendency to tippling among society women 
and its disastrous results. Fully 70 per cent. of the 
drug cases among women cdme of first using alcoholic 
stimulants; overindulgence at fashionable dinners, or 
other social functions, creates the necessity for a quick 
recovery from the induced debauch: morphine or some- 
thing of a like nature is taken, the inevitable conse- 
quences are an increased necessity for stimulants and 
a repetition of the drug; increased nervousness and 
mental degeneration follow. Once a woman acquires a 
taste for stimulants she is to a large degree undone and 
a hopeless wreck. Especially is this true in the higher 
circles where sentiment leads and society sanctions.” 

The director in another inebriate institute adds this 
testimony: For the last ten years I should estimate 
the increase of drunkenness among men to be at least 
19 per cent. and 25 per cent, among women. Women 
drink more than men when once they begin. They are 
more reckless and go to pi sooner.” 

That women drink as freely and as frequently as the 
men is a sight that you can see for yourself in the 
fashionable cafés of our t cities, where wealth 
abounds and beauty smiles.

Hopes for the future are brighter in the Turkish cap- 
ital since Mahmud Chefket Pasha’s “army of liberators” 
have taken possession of the city. Constantinople has 
now been cleared of a host of beggars, tramps, burglars 
and assassins, which had hitherto made the capita! their 
home. Arson has ceased and the streets are safe. Even 
the police about the town are hardly recognizable, for, 
instead of the evil-lodking, dirty man of recent times, 
one meets today a neatly-dressed official, who knows his 
duty and is respected by all. 

Even carriage drivers are feeling the change. Horses 
unfit for work may no longer be used, and the cabmen 
now find they must feed their animals sufficiently if 
they want permission to ply their hire. In the agricul- 
tural provinces the roads and bridges are receiving at- 
tention. The mutinied First Army Corps is being use- 
fully employed, unarmed, in reconstructing the roads 
about Monastir and Salonica, a special credit of nearly

RECOLLECTIONS OF A PUPIL TWEN- 
TY-FIVE YEARS Ado.

“School days, schools days, 
Dear old golden-rule days.” 

To the people familiar with the splendid schools 
nowadays in os Angeles, it is hard to realize 
conditions as they were 
when Los Angeles was just beginning to be an Amert- 
can city. There were hardly a half-dozen schools then, 
and those most widely scattered. The population was 
still largely Mexican and Spanish-American, and the 
schools were mostly composed of them and their descen-

| This mode of travel is scarcely to be seen anywhere else 


in the West now, though formerly general. 
A comparison of altitudes may be helpful in estimat- 


It is not very gen- 
erally known that Edmonton, Manchester and Berlin 
are situated almost in the same latitude, that St. Peters- 
burg is 450 miles further north than Edmonton and sev-

la regard to sunlight, Dr. Woodruff differs quite rad- 
‘ically from his namesake, the surgeon in te United 
States army. In saying that sunlight does the same for 
man, as for vegetable life, he certainly goes too far. 
The plant is directly dependent on sunlight (the direct 
rays of the sun) for its growth, ani principally for the 
conversion of inorganic into organic matter, and while 
‘a certain Amount of sunlight is beneficial and even nec- 
‘essary to man, a prolonged exposure of the naked skin 
to the direct rays of the run would be injurious. 


Again, Dr. Woodruff errs when he says: “The elec- 
trie light in its different forms is easy and convenient 
for use ad a remedial agent, and it is as potent as sun- 
light.” Hleet rie light rays have merely a stimulating 
. effect and no true remedial value. Yes, we can stimu- 
late the growth of plants by artificial light, but the 

f not have the same vigor as those grown in 
the sunlight. They may blossom, but their seeds will 
gradually lose the germinating power. 

As to the “tissue salt” fallacy, “nature cure” pure 
and simple is a very, unprofitable business, so physi- 
‘cians naturally look for some special treatments and 
remedies in order to hold their patients. One cannot 
blame otherwise well-meaning physiqans for that. 
They have to make at least a living, and the people 
want something for their money, even if it is some 
innocent remedy or hocus pocus.
